ROME, Dec. 27.—[By the Associated 
Press.]—The terms of the commercial 
agreement between Italy and soviet 


% Russia, which was signed yesterday by 


Foreign Minister Deila Torretta and 
M. Vorovsky, the soviet representative, 
were published today. The agreement 
is merely temporary and provides for 
the resumption of trade between the 
two countries pending negotiations for 


|& general economic treaty. 


The agreement contains reciprocal 
clauses regarding imports and exports 
and the entrance and exit of the ships 
of both nations at each other’s ports, 


and provides for the abstention from | 


propaganda. It does away with all 
trade barriers except as to the impor- 
tation into Italy of alcoholic liquors 
from Russia. 

‘Both parties agreéfnutually to re- 
frain from all forms of blockade and 
boycott and agree not to hamper postal 
and telegraph communications and not 
to obstruct Italians trading in Russia. 


U. S. FRIENDLY TO RUSSIA, 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 27. —[Spe- 
cial.]—President Harding was said to- 
day to feel that the permission granted 
by this government to the soviet gov- 
ernment of Russia to send a purchas- 
ing agent to the United States from 
Russia, who has the superintendence 
of Russian gold to be used in connec- 
tion with American relief, now being 


administered to the famine victims of | 
Russia, is an indication of the Amer- 
ican policy towards Russia. 


It is intimated in administration 
quarters that there may be soon on 
foot negotiations with the soviet gov- 
ernment for commercial relations be- 
tween Russia and the United States, 
it appearing that recent changes effect- 
ed in soviet political an& economic 
policies have partially met the condi- 
tions stated by Secretary of State 
Hughes and Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover in the early days of the Har- 
ding administration.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—[Spe- 
| E. H. Shaughnessy directed today the 
awarding of a contract to the Chicago 
Union Station company for equipping 
the new postal terminal station in Chi- 
cago at a cost of soabehinesaoccoinestnd $500,- 
000. 

“ This cdtativaen.* said Mr. Shaugh- 
nessy, ‘is for what promises to be one 
of the most distinctive and progressive 
steps ever taken in any country for the 
rapid handling of bulk and parcel 
post. 

“The Chitamre Union Statign com- 
pany are at the present time erecting 
for the postoffice department an eight 
| story building, located between Van 
Buren and Harrison streets, paralleling 
the river, in what will be the new 
Union Station terminal, with a eloor 
capacity of approximately 500,000 
| square feet. The award approved to- 
day i8 for the equipment in this build- 
'ing for the handling of mails. 

“The building throughout will have 
the very latest belt conveying equip- 
ment. Some idea of its magnitude may 
be gained from the fact that It will 
require seven miles of belting alone for 
the conveying machinery.” 

The contract calls for completion 
June 1, after which it is intended to di- 
vert about 1,300 tons of mails daily into 
the new terminal.

' FOR A SUBWAY START. 


_Recent subway suggestions contemplate building 


‘9 connection with either the surface lines or the 
elevated. We have no fixed opinions on the engi. 
neering features, but are impressed by the ex- 


ample of New York, which retained muncipal 
ownership of its subways. We also believe that 
here, as.in New York, the subway should be an 
addition to the systems of transportation. 

‘There are fewer political gomplications in the 
plan for a municipally built and owned subway, 
and politics has been the wal] which has stopped 
Chicago thus far. It is a hard wall to get over, 
and we may have to take it where it is not so high. 

At present the necessity is for the acceptance 
of the policy that Chicago must get rid of Sts 
iraffic congestion and provide rapid transportation. 
Then persons who are competent to work out the 
details can present them. The city has the money 
to make a beginning of construction. It should 


be possible later to obtain authority for financing 


eftensions and a comprehensive scheme. 

What is needed is a start with the least com- 
olicated plan along the line of least resistance. We 
have hope that if the inertia can be overcome by 
a beginning of activity the hardest part of the 
struggle will be over. 


JUNKING ALL THE SHIPS. 


The navy department annountes that shortage 
of funds will prevent the projected joint maneuvers 
of the Atlantic and Pacific fleets which were to 
have been held in Panama bay in February. There 
is not enough money for fuel. The fleet is divided 
im violation of correct navy principles, and it can- 
not be reunited, even for maneuvers, because it 
cannot buy enough coal and oil. 

The attitude of-congress towards the navy is 
disquieting. The administration agrees with Japan 
and Great Britain to junk part of it, but congress 
Want to shoot the works and junk all of it, to 
Gecrease the personnel, make it impossible to man 
the ships and keep them in commission, and conse- 
quently make effective fighting of them impossible. 

By such procedure congress can reduce the 
American navy below the Japanese in spite of the 
higher ratio allowed by the Washington confer- 
ence. The limitation of tonnage means more than 
ever that the fighting power is in the men. Japan 
and Great Britain, having sound policies, will know 
that competition has been eliminated from con- 
struction, but increased in training. 

Both will take measures to increase the fight- 
ing power of the ship by increasing the skill of 
the officers and men. We shall be in luck if con 
gress does not insist upon the reverse of this and 
decrease the fighting power by depriving the navv 
of sufficient men and by making their proper 
training impossible because of lack of funds.

A LOGICAL PROGRAM OF 
REFORM. 


Dr. Wilbur F. rafts, superintendent of the 
international reform bureau with headquarters in 
Washington, the salaried lobbyist of the best organ- 
ized reform interests, starts a visit in Chicago with 
a violent attack upon moving picture theaters as 
the foundation upon which most present day evils 
are built up. From that he goes oh to the dance 
hall and then to the automobile, which he describes 
suggestively “ moving bedroom.” 

Dr. Crafts has had some experience in the war 
of righteousness, as defined by hinfSelf, against the 
forces of evil, as also defined by himself. There 
was a time when he believed the liquor saloon was 
the breeding place of vice, crime, and misery. He 
Was a leader in the fight against it. The liquor 
saloon is gone. The breeding place of vice and 
crime has been destroyed. Yet, strange to relate, 
vice, crime, and misery persist. What can a con- 
scientious reformer with a salary to earn do except 
to seek out the other sources of evil, tear them up, 
root and branch, and destroy them? Nothing. So 
Dr. Crafts advances to the attack. 

He finds evil in the movie hovSes, more evil in 
the dance hall, and a climax of utter depravity in 
the automobile. His course is clear. Attack them. 
Destroy them. Legislate against them. Leave not 
one stone upon another, not one saxophone upon 
an orchestra platform, not one coupe top upon a 
chassis. Cast them ail into outer darkness. De- 
stroy evil by destroying all sources and all! contrib- 
uting factors to evil. Make the world good by law. 
Leave not one stumbling biock in the way of a 
weaker brother or sister. Straighten and broaden 
and safeguard the way to heaven so that a blind 
imbecile can travel it without fear of going astray. 

It will take some time, much effort by Dr. Crafts 
and his associates, years of lobbying, and years of 
salary collecting, but it can be done. Witness the 
almost total elimination of evil since the closing of 
the liquor saloon. 

After Dr. Crafts has eliminated the movie, the 
dance hall, and the “ moving bedroom” he can ex- 
tend his campaign to other things. First we would 
suggest elimination of parks. Benches and secluded 
nooks afford rare opportunity for the tempter in 


* the ways of original sin. There should be no parks 


gwhere a man and a maid may sit apart from their 


& kiss, upon the road to perdition. And the moon, 
that purveyor of summer madness, must go. Many 
a girl has been lighted to ruin by its beams. Bath- 
ing beaches must follow. The influence which they 
exert is nothing short of scandalous. Away with 
them. Destroy the golf links. A mixed foursome 
may be divided in search for a lost ball, and up 


will jump the devil. Legisiate away the hammock.

One of the large financial institutions of New York 
has asked for bids for a bulletproof armored motor 
ear for the transport of securities through the streets 
| of that city. The cost will probably be about $10,000, 
but this expense is regarded as a good investment 
in safety, inasmuch as the machine, it is. expected, 
will annually hand@ie about $500,000,000 in securities 
belonging to the company and its clients. The com- 
pany has occasion now and then to move as much 
as $1,000,000 worth at once. 


Losses through the carelessness of messengers or 
the enterprise of criminals often run into the hun- 
dreds of thousands, sometimes millions. Frequently 
these losses are afterward made good by the recov- 
ery of the securities, but with heavy expense. THe 
investment of $10,000 in an armored car and the 
employment of armed guards, after the fashion of 
mail transport service, is likely to be profitable. 

Yet it is a commentary upon our civilization that 
it is necessary to safeguard the mails and the finan- 
cial securities in transit by military measures. We 
_ are an advanced, enlightened, progressive people. 
| Still our cities are no safer than the brigand infested 
_ frontiers. Indeed, they are less safe than the jungles 
of Africa. ‘Property is more secure in the wild 
! places than in the centers of population. 

The spectacle of armored cars and armed men 
| escorting mails and stocks and bonds through the 
streets of our American cities does not bring com- 
| fort to those who take pride in the high development 
of American culture.

In order to satisfy the 
hunger fill the stomach with such 
watery foods as lettuce, asparagus, 
cauliflower, raw cabbage, tomatoes, 
carrots, string beans, spinach, and 
chard. 

2. Abandon. such desserts as pud- 
dings, pastries, rich cakes, and ice 
cream. 

3. Never take a second serving.

worth about $2.50. A small black pelt 
- brings about $4.75. Muskrats run from 
$3.50 for Al well furred large skins to 
$1 for pelts of inferior grade and size.

5, COMMERCE 


HALVED IN YEAR

The drastic readjustment in the’ 


world’s trade in the last year is gtrik-: Pty 
ingly illustrated in data issued yegter- 

day by the department of commerce. 
From these figures it is apparent that 
the value of the commerce of the 
(ited States this year will be only 
slightly more than half the aggregate 


r 1920. 


Moreover, the figures tndicate plainiv 
the strenuous efforts of Europe to “ come 
pack” in world trade and particularly 
to more c:osely balance its commerce 
with this country. This effort and teng- 


ency affords partial explanation of the 
recent sharp and continued 4ise in ex- 
change on Europe. Conversely, our own 
declining trade with our largest custorm- 
ers in recent months is explained. 
Figures for Eleven Months. 

For the first eleven months of this 
year American exports totaled $4,189,343, - 
900, against $7,507,729,000 in the same 
period in 1520, a drop of $3 318,386,000. 
For the eleven months imperts total:d 
9 271,797,000, against $5,01°,424,000 in 
1920, a decline of $2,740,627,000. Exports 
to Europe thus far this year totaled 
$2,209, 358,000, while imports aggregate4 


9692,263,000. But it is the November 


figures that more clearly show the drift 
ef our trade with Europe. 
Our November exports were less than 


half the total of November, 1920, being 
$294,437,000, against $676,528,000. This 


resulted from greatly decreased ship- 
ments to all the world. Last month's 
total also shows a decline of $49,200,000 
from October. Of this decline $43,000,000 
js represented by decreased shipments to 
Europe alone, and with $36,000,000 
shrinkage to England, France, and Italy. 


Smaller Decline tn Imports. 

On the other hand our November itm- 
ports did not decline proportionately 
with our exports, imports being $211,- 
027,000, against $221,209,000 in November, 
1920. But last month's imports show an 
increase Of $6,590,000 over October, and 
of this increase $3,500,000 represented in- 
creased imports from Europe. Only to 
Africa and Oceania was our outgoing 
trade greater in November than in Octo- 
ber, and in both instances the increases 
were relatively small. 

While our continuous favorable balance 
of trade has caused Furope’s guld to flow 


to this country and has helped place 


Duropean exchange at a discount, it is an 
interesting fact that the American dollar 
is selling at a discount In one courtry, 
Switzerland. The obligations of Amer- 
jean bankers and exporters to Switzer- 
Jand are small, but our bankers .:re plan- 
ning to send gold to Geneva in crder to 
bring the dollar to a parity with the 
Swiss franc.
